tion. Dec. 30.—Christian Don 1 hi user, 
the young aviator who claims to liuve 
shot down Quimln ltoo«evelt in France, 
on July H. told the correspondent to- 
day of the battle which ended fatally 
for the son of the former president of 
the United States. 
He said: 
"1 \\as one of a part} of six German 


aviators and on July 14 sighted six 
American machines east of Fere-en-Tar- 
denois 
One American who I learned 


later was 
Qunintin 
Roosevelt, was 
ahead of the rest of hit. squadron and 
off to one side. 
He came straight at 


me and 1 swooped down under his ma- 
chine. We see-sawed back and forth, 
peppering away and each trying to 
gram the advantage by climbing above 
each other. 


"Ropse\elt made several loops and 
I admired his gamenesb Once 1 thought 
his machine gun was jammed, but a 
second later he began asain to shoot 
and 1 felt the bullets sinking my plane. 
Then I mounted above him and swoop- 
ed down to within twenty mettes of 
him. firing all the time 
Then 1 saw 


m> opponent collapse and his machine 
began to fall." 


Don Hauser. who is a non-commis- 
sioned officer and speaks English, has 
telatues living m Michigan 
He was 


credited with thirty aeual victories in 
the fighting after July 1st, when he 
entered the German air service. 
The battle with Lieutenant Roosevelt 
the Geiman aviator said, was fought at 
an altitude of between 20.000 and 30,- 
000 metres. In the fight bullets fiom 
Lieutenant Roosevelt's machine gun 
pierced the German aviator's machine 
in twenty places. 


Don Hauser said he realized soon 
after the fight began that his oppo 
nent was not as experienced as some 
Americans 
he had encountered, 
but 
Lieutenant Rooseielt put up a plucky 
fight to the end. Three or four times 
during the fight Don Hauser declared, 
Roosevelt had the upper hand for a 
few seconds.

As long as time shall run, the year 


1918 must be considered one of the 
great turning points of history- You 
can really match it up with but two 
other years, that in which Christ was 
born, and that in which America was 
discovered. 


But now that the American coast' is 


believed to have 
been 
explored 
by 


Norsemen long before 1492, that year 
has not the full significance it once 
had. 


Some people might say that 1215. the 


year when ilagna Charta was grant- 
ed by King John of England, was of 
eaual significance in the world strug- 
gle for democracy. Tet that event di- 
rectly affected only one nation, -while 
the world war of 1914-18 drew in nearly 
al1 modem states. 


It might be argued that the years 


that saw the decline of Tu.-kish power, 
which once reached to the gates of 
Vienna, 
migrht be considered as wit- 


nessing an equally fateful struggle be- 
tween 
civilizations. 
Yet this decline 


covered so long an era, that one jear 
stands out 
Some might go still far- 


ther and say that when Charles Hartel 
overthrew the Saracens at Poitiers in 
732, and prevented them from over- 
running Europe, it was an equally sig- 
nificant turning point. Tet the force 
involved in that struggle were rela- 
tively so small, that the 
world will 


never look at it as an equally dramatic 
climax. 


In the war we have passed through, 


two great tendencies, autocracy 
and 


democracy, which had been growing 
in parallel lines for 2000 years, met in 
final conflict. 


All the intervening years must be 


regarded as preparing for that strug- 
gle. "We have seen in our day the frui- 
tion of 2000 years of evolution -work- 
ing along these conflicting lines. Thus 
it has been our great privilege to be 
present at the very 
climax of the 


world's history for 2000 years. It has 
been worth all it costs to live at this 
fateful hour-

HONOR IS GIVEN TO ITALY 


Pisa and Venice Proved to Have Sent 


Explorer* to River Niger Four 


Hundred Years Ago. 


The director of the French school la 


Rome. Monsignor Duchesne, has sent 
the president of the Royal Italian Geo- 
graphical society a letter which ac- 
companies a brief note, most interest- 
Ing to us, regarding the discovery of 
the narrative of a Journey In central 
Sudan at the time when the republics 
of Pisa and Venice had stipulated 
with the sultan of Maghreb for special 
treaties in which Jie conceded to the 
Italians the right to pass through cen- 
tral Africa on the Niger. 


The letter says: 
"I write to inform you of an Inter- 


esting discovery made by Charles de 
la" Bonciere, curator of prints In the 
national library of Paris and author 
of important books on the French 
navy. The discovery restores to Italy 
the honor of having 'visited and De- 
scribed the African regions of- Tuat 
and the Niger four centuries before 
the explorations of Rohlf and Challie, 
the first a German 'and the last a 
Frenchman." 


The account given of .Tuat In 1447 


Is signed by an Italian* by the name of 
Antonio JIalfante and is directed to 
the Genoese Giovanirf? J&fariono. 
He 


was the first ChrLstis&r'tc penetrate 
to that oasis.—Italian-American News 
Bureau. 


ARMY CASUALTIES 


What Germans Must Do. 


Under the title "Conquest and Kul- 


tur," the - committee on public infor- 
mation issued a compilation of quota- 
tions from German writers and speak- 
ers, Including the kaiser' himself, 
to show the Teutonic worship of 
the war god and greed for world con- 
quest" The pamphlet, compiled by 
Profs. Wallace Notestein and Elmer E. 
Stoll of the University'of Minnesota, 
assisted by faculties of their own and 
other universities, has a foreword by 
Guy-Stanton Ford, saying: 


"No peace can ever make of Ger- 


many a fit partner for a league of honor 
until the German people have driven 
out the spirit which Inspired these ut- 
terances In their name." 


Work of Bureau of Standards.

tigation of magnetic compasses, In be- 
half of the naval observatory, the joint 
army and navy board of specifications, 
and the shipping board. The bureau 
proposes to develop a standard method 
of testing compasses and to prepare 
specifications for the purchase of com- 
jasses by the government. A special 
!onn of magnetometer bas been de- 
vised for the determination of mag- 
netic moment and a rotation test for 
)Jvot friction is being developed. The 
>ureau expects to test several thou- 
sand compasses In the course of the 
present year.

The furnishings for baby's be* can 


be made at home. The rubber sheet 
and quilted pad must be bought in most 
cases, but if time is no great consideia- 
tion, the pad can be made at home on 
the machine, using soft, rather loosely 
woven muslin for the covering ,and, 
sanitarv cotton for the filling.

This, soft muslin will be much more j 
comfortable for baby than sheets and 
pillow slips of linen. They should be 
simply made and trimmed with a nar- 
row edge or insertion and edge. Baby 
blankets are very soft and light, but 
the homemade blankets of white eider- 
down is fully as s satisfactory as the 
boughtcn ones.

New Tork, Dec 30 —The story of the 
success of Americas land "battery of 
14-inch naval guns, as told by mem- 
bers of the gun crews themselves, was 
was given to the public here todav 
when copies of "The Big U,' a. news-1 
paper printed on board the battleship 
Utah, were circulated on shore. 
j 


'It was the Utah's picked gun crew,' 
the newspaper said, that was .sent 
ashore to "get" the German supergun 
which was shelling Pans. 
The gun 


was removed, it was said, before the 
batteries could get into action, but the 
navy men had the satisfaction of, 
smashing away at the German line for j 
several months before the armistice 
was signed. 


The shells fired by the naval puns, 
according to "The Big U," were almost 
twice the size of those fired by the Ger- 
man super gun and were so powerful 
that on one occasion an exploding shell 
hurled two loaded freight car« from a 
track to the top of a railway station. 


Another shell landed in a hut where 


100 Germans were watching a motion 
picture 
show and 
when 
American 
troops later reached the spot, 40 iden- 
tification taes were all that could be 
found to tell the fate of the party. 


The naval guns hal»Huar:y Tired at a 
range of from 20 to 21 miles, the article 
said, and more than SOO round; had 
been fired when the armistice was sign- 
ed. It would have been necessary to 
have removed the suns for relining 
within a short time had not the armis- 
tice put an end to iheif work. 


In the entire tottery of 500 men. only 
three were lost. 
Two succumbed to 
disease and the othei* died of wounds 
from fragments of a German shell.
